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Antioch to require class for all its liquor servers

Several alcohol-serving business 
owners in Antioch have mixed emotions 
about the Village Board's proposal that 
they attend a class on intoxicated 
customers or risk losing their licenses. 

The Village Board is drafting an 
ordinance that would require bar owners 
and managers to attend the two-and-a-half- 
to six-hour class within one year. 

The class would be taught by Antioch 
Police Officer Ronald Kay, who is 
certified by the federal government's 
Training for Intervention Procedures by 
Service of Alcohol (TIPS) program. 

Kay was certified in May. However, if 
he does not teach a class by September, he 
will lose his certification. 

Village Hall had hoped liquor-serving 
merchants would voluntarily send their 
managers to the Police Department's 
class, but that hasn't happened. So now an 
ordinance is being drafted requiring it 

"I don't think we wanted him to be 
certified just to be certified," Village 



Merchants have mixed feelings 



Administrator Tim Wells said at the 
Board's July 1 meeting. 

"It was to stay away from any 
problems the town might have. To make 
it a safe place to drive through without 
worrying about somebody slamming into 
you." 

The Board voted unanimously to draft 
the ordinance. 

"The intent is to get a good program 
started so they're (liquor-serving, 
establishments) all protected," Trustee and 
Board Police Commissioner Larry Hanson 
said. "I think it's a good program." 

The class teaches servers die effects of 
intoxication and how to deal with an 
intoxicated customer. Classes for bars and 
restaurants that serve alcohol run six 
hours. Classes for merchants selling 
packaged goods and sponsors of special 
events that serve liquor are two hours. 

Participants would have to pay a fee to 



attend the class, Hanson said. 

Although all Antioch merchants 
interviewed agreed that TIPS is a good 
program, some questioned having it 
required by the Village Board. 

"Everything has to be required, 
required, required," said Frank DiMarco, 
owner of DiMarco's. "There's too much 
government in everything." 

"If anybody came up and said "We need 
somebody,' of course we'd have sent' 
somebody. I don l think it should be 
mandatory." 

Joe Pechulis, owner of the Village 
Pub, said TIPS is a good program for bars 
and restaurans just opening up. 

"My people are experienced people. I 
don't hire people off the streets," Pechulis 
said. "If they don't know what they're 
doing by now they never will." 

Randy Miller, owner of Struggles, said 
he suggested the Board make TIPS 



Board make TIPS mandatory. 

"There should be more awareness about 
it If it's voluntary, nobody will want to 
do it," Miller said. "I don't think enough 
people are aware of what alcohol does." 

He said bartenders "are afraid to offend 
somebody by cutting them off. When I 
cut someone off, 99 percent of the time 
they come back, and it's always good to 
see them back." 

Joe Badame, owner of Weasles 
Restaurant, said he's spent enough time 
on the Rescue Squad to see what drinking 
and driving can do. He said he welcomes 
the opportunity to attend TIPS and would 
have done so sooner if he had been made 
aware of it

Grimm Road is crossed by the track of 
the Wisconsin Central Ltd. 

The automatic flashing light signals 
will utilize 12-inch signal units controlled 
by motion sensor circuitry. 

The $66,363 cost for installing die 
warning lights is being borne by the 
Grade Crossing Protection Fund 
administererd by the commission. 

The Village of Antioch, Antioch 
Township Road District and Wisconsin 
Central Ltd. each will pay about 5 percent 



of the installation cost. 

"The automatic signals at Grimm Road 
will go a long way toward improving 
crossing safety in Antioch," said 
Representative Robert Churchill. 

"I am pleased the commission has acted 
and utilitzcd Grade Crossing Protection 
Fund monies to defray a major portion of 
the cost."

Sunday ad suprises many 
Lindenhurst homeowners

Imagine the surprise of Mallard Ridge 
residents in Lindenhurst who opened 
Sunday's paper and found the remaining 
homes in their subdivision offered by a 
new developer at lower prices. 

Lindenhurst Village Hall got wind of 
the situation, so there was no surprise 
when 17 Mallard Ridge homeowners 
showed up at Monday night's Village 
Board meeting. 

Apparently, an ad for Pasquinelli 
Construction Co. of Mundelein appeared 
in the Chicago Tribune featuring homes 
in the Mallard Ridge area at prices lower 
than the. $170,000 tag gracing the 
billboard at the entrance or the 

subdivision. 

Jim Stevens, Lindenhurst Village 
Administrator, said the original developer, 
Red Seal, has plans to sell 28 of its 
original 45 lots, per its original contract 

The residents did not seem concerned 
that Red Seal was selling the lots but that 
Pasquinelli, which has shown interest in 
developing the area, would not conform to 
the strict building rules Red Seal did when 
the original homes were constructed. 

"People that bought into Mallard Ridge 
signed a contract that said they would 
build a house no less than 1,800-square- 
feet," homeowner Dennis Tracy told the 
Board, 



"There isn't a home in there (Mallard 
Ridge) that is under 1,800-square-feet, 
Why don't the new places put in the same 
restrictions?" Tracy asked the board. 
"Someone should look out for us." 

In addition to allowing homes that do 
not follow the original stringent 
guidelines, some Mallard Ridge residents 
fear cheaper homes will be built in the 
area, lowering their property values. 

The Board pledged its support to the 
homeowners Monday. 

"The Village is going to have enough 
to say to Red Seal to make them want to 

go through on that concept (the original 
restrictions)/ Mayor Paul Baumunk told 
the audience. If not, "Red Seal may have 
some difficulty with - any future 

developments." 

Mallard Ridge is just more than three 
years old. Red Seal is currently designing 
a subdivision along Crooked Lake. 
Lindenhurst officials say they have had 
few problems with the development 
company. 

"I don't think Red Seal is going to 
want to jeapordize their standing in the 
Village," Baumunk said. 

Stevens said Pasquinelli may be 
advertising homes in the Sunday paper 
only to see what kind of interest may be 
out there, a way of "sending out feelers."

Jumpin' Juke joint 
angers neighbors

Stanton Point Rd. residents presented 
the County Liquor Commission with a 
petition Monday calling for the abatement 
of what John Donnellan calls high-speed 
traffic, loud music, and raucous crowds 
emanating from the Juke Box Saturday 
Night nightclub, 37318 N. Stanton Point 
Rd. 

Donnellan, 54, 37346 N. Stanton 
Point Rd., who moved to the area nine 
years ago from Des Plaines, says me bar 
brings in too much traffic, particularly 
from Chicago. 

High on the list or complaints is the 

"loud music* 1 played outdoors at the bar on 
weekends. Another complaint, Donnellan 
says, targets traffic on Stanton Point Rd. 
The road runs from Rtc. 59 about a mile 
west to the bar, which is located on the 
Fox Lake shore. 

According to Donnellan, patrons 
entering and leaving the bar exceed the 
posted 15 mile per hour speed limit by as 
much as 35 miles per hour. He said resi- 
dents are concerned for the safely of chil- 
dren using the road. 

Donnellan claims either all or most of 
the 30 homeowners have signed the peti- 
tion, and that the sheriffs office has a file 
"a mile wide" on the establishment 

Calls to the bar's owner, Bill Kent, 
have been to no avail, Donnellan said. 

He claims Grant Township Sup. Al- 
berta Miller and 4th Dist. County Board 
member Charlotte Kiesgen support the 
petition fully. 

"We're just not going to take it any- 
more. That's all there is to it," Donnellan 
said. 

He says residents don't necessarily 
want to see the business close down. 

According to Donnellan, Kent owns 
200 feet of frontage on Nippcrsink Lake, 
and Donnellan would like to sec the bar 
move there, where "they could hammer 
away all night." 

"This thing is like a circus. There's 
300 people sitting in there 
all juiced up, and they come out of there 
ready to roll," said Donnellan. 

Added to all this, Donnellan claims 
close proximity to the bar has prevented 
homeowners from selling their properties 
at higher appraised values. 

Although she has been aware of past 
complaints concerning Jukebox, Miller, 
who lives across the bay from the bar, de- 
nied having any direct knowledge of the 
problems Donnellan alleges in the peti- 
tion. 

In a telephone interview Tuesday, 
Miller said Kent had been asked to lower

the volume on music coming from his 
bar. 

However, she said, while the township 
has no direct jurisdiction over activities in 
die bar, she felt it was her duty to respond 

lo constituents' complaints by forwarding 
the petition to Kiesgen. "I know previ- 
ously there had been complaints by this 

Stanton Point group. I feel that i€ my 
people arc coming lo me with a complaint 
it's my duty to support them fully," 
Miller said. "You know what kind of mu- 
sic they play today. And if you're living 
right next to a band outside with all the 
sound effects they can have, I imagine it 
can be quite annoying." 

Kiesgen turned the petition over to 
Liquor Commissioner and County Board 
Chairman Robert Dcpke for review. 

"We're going to have an investigator 
look into iU and if it's not taken care of 
we'll have whoever has the license in to 
talk to us at our next meeting," Dcpke 
said in an interview by phone Tuesday. 

If bar patrons arc blocking the road, 
double-parking there, or using the road as 
a toilet facility, then the sheriff would be 
alerted to address the problems, Dcpke 

said. 

Depke admitted he had never been to 
the bar but speculated Jukebox had more 
business than it could reasonably handle. 

He said he wasn't aware of any ordi- 
nance regulating outside music, but he 
promised to look thoroughly into the 
matter. 

"Whatever we can do we'll try to help 
out both parties," Depke said. For 
his part, Sheriff Clinton Grinncll denied 
complaints concerning activities at Juke- 
box were anything out of the ordinary. 

Most of the complaints, he said, in- 
volved actions by patrons outside the bar. 
Much of the problems are related to 
bar traffic having to pass through the 
residential area by way of Stanton Point 
Rd., Grinncll admitted, but he wasn't sure 
how his department could hold the bar 
owner responsible for patrons behavior 
once they'd already left the premises. 

"The problem is you can step up pa- 
trols (in the vicinity), but that won't slop 
the traffic it will only slow it down," 
Grinncll explained. 

Kent could not be reached for com- 
ment.

The 5 
percent cap on property tax extensions has 
become highly controversial. Some ques- 
tion whether it is really lax relief. Others 
say that it isn't right to limit funding 
sources for schools and local governments 
at the same lime that funds from ihc fed- 
eral and slate governments arc being re- 
duced.

Artificial wetlands 
for Long Lake costly 



If artificial wetlands cells have to be 
built to protect water quality at Long 
Lake, a recreational lake in west Lake 
County with more than 4,000 
population, the cost will be " thousands 
ofdoUars." 

That was the assessment of Suzanne 
Harris, chairman of the environment 
committee of the Long Lake Health and 
Sanitation Assn. 

Harris made the cost observation at the 
assocation's annual meeting where 
members discussed possible new 
developments following a 11-9 vote of the 
Lake County Forest Preserve Dist. to 
dedesignate purchase of a wetlands area 
regarded as strategic for wildlife* 

The forest preserve purchase approved in 
March, 1990, was for 42.5 acres of which 
only about five acres are above normal 
water level. The county had offered 
$10,000 to the owner, Albert Barthel of 



Ingleside. The association went on record 
for reimbursement of the purchase. 

"We've determined that 92 percent of the 
pollution entering the lake comes from a 
Round Lake area drain and Squaw Creek. 
If our natural filtration system is lost due 
to the county's failure to acquire the 
Barthel parcel » it will costs hundreds of 
thousands to reproduce the wetlands," 
Harris commented. 

Assocation officers felt board members 
were confused by the amount of acreage 
involved and the fact that they were 
misled by a district staff report that the 
island "would be hard to manage." 

Harris scoffed at the staff viewpoint 
"What's so difficult about taking care of a 
wetland? You just leave it natural." 

Michael Francis, a resident of nearby 
Fox Island and newly elected president, 
said the board would look into seeing if 
county officials will reconsider.

It's a war out there, and small, locally 
owned and operated retail stores must band 
together if they want to wage a successful 
battle against the proliferation of large 
chains and regional malls and avoid being 
ground up by the 'mills' concept. 

That's the advice offered by Rick 
Scardino, a retail space broker with Childs 
Realty Group of Arlington Heights. 

For Childs, Scardino concentrates on 
Lake and McHenry counties. His job is to 
help retail outlets find good locations and 
— going in the other direction — aid 
building owners in finding retail tenants. 

In these parts, Scardino is known for 
his family's 20 years in the restaurant 
business. The Scardinos — Tony, Joe 
(Josephine), Sally, Paula and Rick — 
were all involved in the operation of the 
Brass Wheel, Korner Kitchen, Sir An- 
thony's and Gatsby's of Renwood. 

As a singular credit, Scardino was 
named the youngest Round Lake Chamber 
of Commerce president ever when he was 
just 25 years old. 

With these solid credentials, the 
youthful Scardino headed off on his own, 

"I was looking for a change of career 
about four years ago," Scardino said. "I'm 
very excited about it. It's a new challenge. 
I migrated toward retail because I'd been in 
it for years and I enjoy working with that 
type of client." 

Scardino has some simple recommen- 
dations for local retailers. 

"There's always strength in numbers. I 
think we need to see a more aggressive 
approach by downtown businesses. They 
need to become more active in their 
chamber of commerces. 

"Antioch has taken a very aggressive 
approach. They've developed a plan by 
working with outside consultants." 

The impending opening of Gumee 
Mills has some small retailers expecting 
the worst 

"People ask, 'How can I fight a 
1 Gumee Mills?' Individually, no, but to- 
gether there's strength in numbers," 
Scardino said. "They've got to take an ac- 
tive role and work together with the 
community. 

"People want to stay near home — 
they want to support local merchants. But 
loyalties go out the door if prices and ser- 
vices aren't good. 

"Look to be part of the solution — 
not part of the problem." 

Scardino said one way to generate in- 
terest in the. central business districts is to

create a festival atmosphere with special 
promotions. 

Scardino had some comments about 
the business outlook in these Lake 
County municipalities. 

•Grayslake — "It's known as an 'in- 
between.' It's situated between established 
shopping districts and it's not large 
enough to support a number of new retail 
shops. Most of the residents shop 
Mundelein, Libertyville or Round Lake. 
There are a lot of new residences going 
up, but retailers look for what's there 
now. It should experience retail growth 
down the road." 

•Round Lake — "It continues to be the 
retail center for western Lake County. 
Retail begets more retail." 

•Lake Zurich — "It exploded with re- 



tail growth over the last two or three 
years. It's a great pocket. There are no re- 
gional malls to compete with." 

•Antioch — "A great community with 
an excellent central business district. It's 
the envy of a lot of smaller towns. It's far 
enough away from other pockets and 
draws from Kenosha County, too." 

•Lincolnshire — "Hopefully, it's on 
the verge of developing. The problem is 
that there are numerous land owners hold- 
ing little pieces of land, and each one 
wants more than the other guy for the 
land. Lincolnshire has applied to become a 
TIF district (Tax Increment Financing), 
and that will help." 

•Lake Villa and Lindenhurst — 
"They're a lot like Grayslake and Lin- 
colnshire, but they'll get their share of

•Gumee — "It was very underdevel- 
oped for many yc^ars. Now, with the. de- 
velopment of Gumee Mills, the entire 
(Rte.) 132 corridor will be built up with 
retail." 

•Wauconda — "It should continue to 
fill in along the Rte. 176 corridor. It's too 
close to another big retail hub in Lake 
Zurich. Large retailers — except for stores 
like Jewel — won't put two stores so 
close to each other. 

•Fox Lake — "There's a planned Fox 
Lake Square at the intersection of 12 and 
134. I think that's the only significant 
growth in the near future outside of the 
proposed Homarl shopping center at 
Lakemoor." 

•North Chicago — "It's fortunes rise 
and fall with those of Great Lakes Naval 
Base and the traffic created by it. For a 
number of months, the base was on a list 
for possible closings, and no one was 
going to start a large retail venture mere. 
Now mat it's been removed from the en- 
dangered species list, I see small pockets 
of retail development there down the 
road." 

•Libertyville — "Hawthorn and Ver- 
non Hills put a damper on it and it could 
have lost what was a successful central 
business district. With the Main Street 
U.S.A. program, the downtown has re- 
mained a success. Rents are low for small 
retailers. A lot of people use Milwaukee 
Avenue to get to Hawthorn, and Liber- 
tyville has a nice array of boutiques and 
shops along the way. There's also been an 
explosion of small-space development on 
Rte. 137. 

»Mundelcin — "It will continue to 

grab Hawthorn's coattails. The develop- 
ment along Rte. 60 because of the traffic 
to and from Hawthorn will encourage 
additional development,"' 

Scardino said the retail development 
industry is in a period of reorganization 
because of a lack of funding. The lack of 
funding was a direct result of the mass 
savings and loan failures. 

"There are new, strict guidelines for 
banks and savings and loans. Developers 
aren't getting the funds necessary to build. 
It's put a crunch on the whole industry. 
There's not near the number of defaults in 
the shopping center-retail industry, but it's 
all been bunched together. It will be that 
way undl the rules change again. 

"It used to be the 'Field of Dreams' 
theory of development: If we build it, they 
will come.

Pam Cummings goes full throttle for national drag bike title 



D remember the first year I raced, I was pretty nervous 
all the time," Pam Cummings says. 
Looking like anything but a Ilellraiscr as a stylist 
trims her neck-length, platinum hair in a Vernon 
Hills salon, Cummings, 31, reflects on life as a 
Harlcy-Davldson drag racer, blasting down cigth- and 
quarter-mile asphalt strips straddling nearly 500 pounds of 
fire and steel. 

Determination to be number one In her category— as the 
lone woman In the Modified FL Big Twin class, she currently 
competes against only men— has replaced her Initial prc- 
racc nervousness over the last four years, Cummings says. 



Harley riders go hog wild 




Tvc owned 20 bikes in 25 
years," says Mike Doyle, 48, 
of Lake Villa, and for his 
money, Harley-Davidson Is 
the bike of choice. 

It's not that Japanese and 
European machines are bad 
products, Doyle, a 
mechanical engineer, *-__ pn » 
quickly adds. u 3 t**^^ 

"Motorcycles are like cars and women: 
they have their good points and bad," 
Doyle says philosophically. "It's an 
individual tiling. People who buy Harleys 
are more loyalist types than people who 
buy other brands." 

With his clean-shaven cheeks, neatly- 
trimmed hair, and professorial-looking 
eyewear, Doyle represents the so-called 
"new-image" Harley rider being 
promoted by America's only motorcycle 
manufacturer as the new wave of Harley 
owners. 

Stories appearing regularly these days 
quote representatives of the. Milwaukee- 
based company on changing Harlcy's 
image, presumably from the beer- 
brawling, knuckle-busting, grease-laden 
Hell's Angels image which came to 
prominence in the *60's. 

Something like the Harley bikers who 
first influenced Tom Crawford, of 
Waukegan. His interest in Harleys dates 



back to adolescence, when, as 
a 12-year-old he hung around 
the local Harley dealer's shop, 
lie remembers loitering 
among the "rough, tough, 
greasy" bikers until they 
started "partying." 

"Then they kicked me out," 
r i TTn . says the 45-year-old carpenter 
** ulUA withalaugh. 

Crawford, who also Is an ex-cop, and 
his wife, Pat, 40, head the Lakeshore 
Chapter of the Harley Owners Group, one 
of several Harlcy-sponsorcd HOG 
nationwide. Today he views the 
stereotypical "biker" image with a kind of 
ambivalence. 

On the one hand, Crawford welcomes 
the "cleaned up" image visitors to Harley 
dealerships now encounter. "They're 
trying to make them places where my 
mon would go Christmas shopping," he 
says. 

He hopes the new look will lend itself to 
changing the non-riding public's attitude 
to him and his fellow Harley 
"enthusiasts." \lc\\ rather not run into the 
kind of ugly situation he and eight other 
bikers ran into when they recently rolled 
into the Pig Hip restaurant parking lot 
south of Chicago. 

After they parked their bikes and

Her husband and chief mechanic, 
John, 38, agrees. 

"Now she's settling down," he says. "At 
first everybody was trying to offer 
advice, be helpful, and that distracted 
Pam." 

On race days the couple Join up with 
the other third of the Hcllraiscrs Racing 
Team, Paul Berg-Olscn. 

Work days for Cummings, of 
Waukegan, Include duties as a clerk and 
part-time dispatcher for the Vernon 
Hills police department, where she's 
worked since 1984. Not coincidcntally, 
police and bikes are what first started 
her on the road to dragraclng Harleys. 

She was 21 when she got her first bike 
in 1980, a Kawasaki 440 Ltd, because 
she wanted to learn to ride well enough 
to become a motorcycle cop with the 
Elk Grove Police Department, where 
she then worked as a clerk. 

Friends on the Elk Grove police force 
encouraged her to Join them when the 
got together on their Harleys. The 
Kawasaki lasted three months, Pam 
says, then she, too, bought a Harley. 

"Everybody who rides a bike always 
wants a Harley— at sometime in their 
life," Cummings says. Besides, she 
adds, on her smaller machine, she just 
couldn't keep up with the guys, who 
kept leaving rice on her seat to rib her 
for riding a Japanese-built bike. 

Cummings has been "keeping up with 
the guys" ever since. In fact, for the last 
couple of years, she's been ahead of 
most of them competing nationally. 

On the way to second place national 
rankings in 1989 and 1990, she 
recorded a top speed In the quarter 
mile of 116.89 miles an hour in 11.52 
seconds and 98.99 miles an hour in the 
eighth-mile, while finishing in 7.14 
seconds. Last month a mere .003 
seconds separated Cummings from the 



first place trophy In the Harley 
Nationals at Union Grove. 

In her spare time, Cummings breaks 
out the ballpccn hammer, rubber 
mallet, and other tools of the auto body 
trade and works with John on their hot 
rods. As the only girl in a family of five 
children, Pam got used to doing things 
traditionally thought of as reserved for 
men. 

It's probably because I was brought up 
In a male environment with four 
brothers that my Interests have been 
different than most other girls raised in 
Elk Grove," she says. 

Cummings, the lone motorcycle rider 
in her family, downplays the "tough guy 
" Image tied to her drag racing. 

"You don't have to be tough to be a 
racer," she insists. "A lot of women arc 
afraid to do it, but that's more because 
they grow up hearing, "you're not 
supposed to do this, you're not 
supposed to do that.' " 

She also downplays her skill as a rider 
and credits her machine with keeping 
her high in the rankings. Not so, 
disagrees John. "The bike's good, but 
she just seems to make it go that much 
better," he says. 

Apparently her competitors — however 
grudgingly— would agree. Although 
she's generally accepted by her fellow 
racers, some of the guys are getting 
more upset "now that they realize she's 
stiff competition and no flash In the 
pan," says John. 

That doesn't seem to bother Pam, who 
says with a shrug, "You've gotta prove 
that you're good." 

For now, Pam Cummings has her eyes 
set on finishing in first place nationally 
overall for 1991. But she has peeked at 
least a bit beyond her Immediate 
future. What she sees In the distance Is a 
"B-fuelcr," a nltro-mcthanc burning 
rocket of a motorcycle, and her being 
the first woman to race one. 

It's a good bet the woman who sports a 
"Broadsword and the Beast" tatoo on 
one shoulder will be up to the battle 
when she gets there.— BUI Guldn 
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Barrington veteran on track 

For Capt Stephen George McCarty, life is hectic. 

It's standard operating procedure for many career servicemen and women. 
"It's really a hard life," McCarty said, "hut it's rewarding too." 

"In civilian life," he said, "you have weekends and holidays off. There are 
some holidays I've never had that civilians regularly get off." During peacetime, 
McCarty said, he works an average of 55 hours per week and goes through 
physical training for as long as six months out of a year. 
To top it off, he was just given a special assignment. 
He is on his way to*study at the Marine Corp Amphibious Warfare School In 
Quantico, Va. where he will stay for 10 months. 

Before heading to his new assignment, McCarty detourcd home to Barrington 
and dedicated a new 
flagpole at the Lake Zurich 
Community Church last Sunday. 

McCarty, a 1982 graduate of Lake 
Zurich High School, is one of six 
army officers selected three weeks 
ago to train at the school this year. 
There he will learn staff work, 
leadership and be prepared for 
command. 

One day he hopes to head a 
brigade of a "couple thousand men." 
For now, however, he remains a 
batallion maintenance officer. He 
has also been a tank platoon leader, 
company executive officer and a 
batallion adjutant. 

The captain, who is with the First 
Batallion, 132 Armor, is home-based 
at Ft. Hood in Texas. He graduated in 
1986 from West Point Military 
Academy in New York and most 
recently served combat duty for 
seven months in Saudi Arabia. 

"It was hectic. I got so many 
carepackages. I gave a lot of it away 
to other soliders and a lot of the stuff 
I carried with me. The food I 
consumed as best I could.," he said.

If he could be stationed anywhere, McCarty chose "Germany. I think it would be kind 
of neat to see Europe and travel around." 

His journeys to date include Canada, England, the Netherlands, Germany, Austria, 
Saudi Arabia and Iraq. 

McCarty said if he could leave one thing behind in this life, it would be a good name. 
His creed, he said, is to "do the best you can and put all your effort into everything you 

do." 

While at West Point, he became a Sunday School teacher. Though as of late his travels 
have prohibited him from continuing teaching the protcstant faith, McCarty is 
dedicated to working with youths again. 

"They are our country's future. If we don't invest in them, then everything else we do 
basically has no purpose. If no one's taken any time to teach kids values and 
responsibilities, then there won't be anyone in the future to take charge of our country," 
he said. 

In his spare time, McCarty collects electric model steam locomotives. One day, when 
he isn't moving around as much, he plans on building a track to run them on.— by 
DEBRA SCHWARTZ

approached the door, 
Crawford says, a man in- 
side greeted their arrival 
by locking the door and 
reversing the "open" sign 
so it read "closed." 

"No sooner were we 
riding out of the lot , 
when he changed the sign 
to 'open' again," said 
Crawford. 

The scene didn't dete- 
riorate into a window- 
smashing spree of vio- 
lence, however, but 
Craford said several state 
and local officials were 
sent complaints about the 
establishment's discrimi- 
natory action. 

When he rides with 
other Harley owners, ad- 
mits he prefers those who 
belong to HOG chapters 
over outlaw gangs. 

On the other hand, 
Crawford says, there's 
some security to be found 
in the outlaw image. In 
his neighborhood, which 



he describes as gang-rid- 
den and on the rougher 
side of the city, people 
give him a wide berth. 

He thinks most people 
have a problem distin- 
guishing behavior stereo- 
typed in movies, like "The 
Wild Bunch" with the 
outward appearance of 
many Harley riders. "Most 
of us wear long hair and 
beards, " he says. "But 
we'd have long hair and 
beards if we were driving 
Corvettes." 

John Cummlngs, 38, of 
Waukegan, fits trie de- 
scription to, a hair. 

As a mechanic at Ukc's 
Harley-Davidson, 
Kenosha, Cummlngs sees 
all kinds of Harley own- 
ers. 

As far as he's con- 
cerned, Harley enthusi- 
asts really are no different 
than people who avidly 
pursue sailing, sports car 
racing, or any other kind 
of hobby. 



"People never hear 
about the good things 
bikers do, like giving to 
charities," says Cum- 
mlngs, a Navy veteran 
who served as a jet me- 
chanic during Vietnam. 
Cummlngs wears no 
tatoos and prefers canvas- 
topped gym shoes to the 
trademark engineer boots 
worn by most Harley rid- 
ers. 

He cites the toy run 
sponsored annually by 
the Waukegan-based 
Brothers Rising bikers 
club, led by "Sugar Bear," 
and other club-sponsored 
runs that raise funds for a 
halfway house and a 
shelter for battered 
women. 

"A big biker war today is 
eight or nine clubs getting 
together to play Softball," 
he insists. 

Crawford points out his 
HOG chapter has con- 
tributed some $6,500 in 



the last two years to the 
Help Them to Hope fund 
drive held locally. 

But Crawford separates 
"brotherhoods" like 
Brothers Rising from out- 
law groups like the Hells 
Henchmen and, well, the 
Outlaws, who've gained 

notoriety over the years for 
drug trafficking, murder, 
and other criminal activ- 
ity. But he understands 
the confusion the average 

non-rider might experi- 
ence when HOG members 
appear on the horizon. 

Meanwhile, Crawford 
and his Harley-riding 
bretheren will continue 
easily riding along on the 
two-wheeled kings of the 
road that, no matter their 
hefty price tag (twice as 
much as some small cars, 
In some cases), will 
continue to be part of the 
American roadway scene 
for years , to come.

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"How many didja get? 10 Lakers. 
How big? Oh, between seven and- nine 
pounds. What was the biggest? 12. 4 
pounds. Who caught it? Well, it was a 
tie between Col. Bill and Shirley 
Diskcrud, They had identicals, but the 
honors to go Shirley. H 

This was the conversation between 
two boat captains in the Charter 
Captains Assn. of Wisconsin's 
Manitowoc County, competing in the 
VIP Fishing Derby that wound up at 
Two Rivers Harbor. We were aboard the 
Lucky Lady, captained by a father and 
son team, The Sr. was Don Pankratz 
who heads Big Pank's Charters out of 
Manitowoc Marina. This competition 
was planned by the Lakeshore Visitors 
Bureau as a promotion for both towns 
to attract future visitors, and remind 
those who have previously been there. 
It was our sixth visit and somehow 
fishing and weather has been excellent 
year after year. 

Lucky lady was a 28 footer and we 
four media anglers were competing 
with 18 other charter boat crews for a 
winning morning's catch. We left the 
Lighthouse Inn's comfortable Lakcview 
room at 4:45 a.m., boarded at 5:15 and 
were setting lines eight miles out of 
Manitowoc by 6 a.m. It was a cloudless, 
warm, windless-flatwatcr morning, and 



at 6:10 a.m. Jim VanLancn tied Into the 
first catch, with less than half our 10 
lines out. Jim runs the restaurant at the 
Lighthouse Inn and proved a patient 
and determined angler by boating an 
eight pound chinook salmon as the 
first trophy in our box, which ultimately 
grew to 10 by 10:30 a.m. when we 
pulled lines to return for the weigh-in. 
The other nine were lake trout, and 
each angler caught at least two. We 
wound up in the top three boats and 
hungry for the forthcoming Wisconsin 
brat, brunch. 

An interesting thing happened 
during our fishing. After the first fish 
boated, the next five were caught on the 
same pole set up on the port corner of 
the stern rail. We commented that this 
is some kind of "pole-ish" story. "Why 
only this one?" We asked the captain, 
who proceeded to take stock. This pole 
had a new lure, different from the rest, 
called a sparkle trolling fly. Since it 
continually produced, Capt. Pankratz 
decided to try a similar lure on the 
opposite, starboard corner of the stern 
rail and It wasn't anytime before both 
poles produced a simultaneous catch, a 
double header. This kept anglers and 
both captains scurrying to avoid 
tangled lines and resulting fish losses. 
The mystery was solved, it was the 
alluring sparkle trolling fly lure. 

The other problem of how ttrdeclde 
the winner of a weight watching catch 
between Shirley and me required 
careful consideration. We finally 
agreed that since I outweighed Shirley 
by some 50 pounds, she had to work 
harder per pound to land the equal 12.4 
pounds of fighting fish. Using steel 
line, a 2.5 pound lead weight, maybe 
125 feet of line, and a forward moving 
boat, is a retrieving load In itself. Now 



add an angry 12 pound lake trout 
fighting the hook with all it's strength 
for about five to six minutes and we 
each had a tiring tussle. But we all 
agreed Shirley surely worked harder per 
pound which surely made Shirley the 
winner. Another point in her favor was 
her loss of an unseen "monster" after 
five minutes of fighting. "Monster" is an 
angler's definition of the one that got 
away. Shirley contends it was much 
heavier than her half of our matching 
poundage. And anyway, writers are' 
surely ill advised to dispute the 



credibility of high school English 
teachers like Shirley.

State's Attorney reviewing charges 
for driver in fatal jet-ski accident 



An involuntary manslaughter charge is 
pending against an 18-year-old Palatine 
man who was operating a jet-ski that 
fatally injured a Lindenhurst woman last 
week. 

The State's Attorney is awaiting further 
information to review whether Eric Lamar 
should be charged with a felony in 
addition to charges of operating a boat 
while under the influence of alcohol, 
underage drinking and improper 
overtaking. 

Lamar was involved in an accident July 
2 that fatally injured Angie M. Pleasant, 
19, in a no-wake zone along the west edge 
of Grass Lake, the Lake County Sheriffs 
Office reported. 

According to police, Pleasant was a 
passenger on a jet-ski being operated by 
Mark Hoffman, 26, of Chicago, which 
had slowed to idle speed in the no-wake 
zone about 100 yards off-shore of Chain 



O* Lakes State Park, just north of the 
Grass Lake Road Bridge. 

The idling jet-ski was overrun by 
Lamar at about 7:15 p.m., police said. 
Hoffman was taken by rescue squad to a 
McHcnry hospital, where he was later 
released. 

Pleasant was airlifted to the Milwaukee 
County medical complex, where she was 
initially listed in critical condition, police 
said. She died Thursday morning. 

Neither Lamar nor his passenger, Kevin 
Gallick, 19, also of Palatine, were injured 
in the accident, 

Lamar was briefly held in the Lake 
County Jail in Waukegan before being 
released on a $2,000 bond. 

Pleasant, who had attended Antioch 
High School, is survived by her father, 
Dale Pleasant of Lindenhurst, and mother, 
Martha Footagneres of Elgin.

Gurnce Park Dist. resi- 
dents will be able to learn 
in 11 days what the park 
district plans for the next 
five years. 

The park district has es- 
tablished a meeting Thurs- 
day, July 23 at 7:30 p.m. to 
discuss its master plan. The 
meeting was originally 
planned for Viking Hall, 
but it could be moved if the 
crowd becomes as large as 
anticipated. 

"The five-year plan in- 
cludes a lot of projects for a 
lot of parks," Gurnee Park 
Dir. Betty Russell said. "It 
calls for several different 
improvements." Invitations 
arc in the mail to park dis- 
trict residents. 

The park district board 
discussed the meeting amid 
a cloud of a petition drive 
which, if successful, would 
remove the present board 
from office in March. 
Gurnce resident Jerry Martin 
of Taxpayers for Tax Mod- 
eration said 15 to 20 resi- 
dents arc circulating peti- 
tions to call for a referen- 



dum for creation of a new 
park district at the Novem- 
ber election. The new board 
would be elected in March, 
1992. 

At issue is the park's 
plans for a 45-acre parcel off 
Hunt Club Rd. A commu- 
nity center and pool are 
possibilities for the site. 

"This is the beginning of 
a tax revolt," Gurnee resi- 
dent Hank Macek, who has 
lived in Lake County since 
1922, said. 

Martin, one of more than 
25 people to attend Tues- 
day's park board meeting, 
asked the board, if it could 

bring the tax bills down if 
the equalized assessed 



valuation continues to in- 
crease. 

"We are not increasing the 
tax rate to do it," board 
member Jerry Jutla said of 
the 45-acre purchase. 

The cost of the land is 
$896,000. It is part of the 
Zalc properties parcel of the 
Grand-Hunt corridor. The 
land is part of a sanitary 
sewer agreement with Lake 
County. 

Board members were asked 
if they had approached the 
village about the status. 

Board member Art Welton 
said a feasibility study of 
building a golf course in the 
corridor, paid for by both 
the village and park board, 
had just been done.

big piles of refuse into little 
piles of compost: 

•Start with the 
pile. A compost pile can 
be located on the ground, or 
contained in a simple 
enclosure or in a 30 to 55 
gallon plastic bag. Be sure

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Hainesville blamed for

Hainesville is getting a bad reputation 
for its afternoon rush hour backups. It 
begins about 4 p.m. and extends to almost 
6 p.m. 

Cars sometimes back up for almost a 
mile on Rte. 120 toward Grayslake. 

"Blame the state Department of Trans- 
portation and the two traffic signals it in- 
stalled," said Trustee Norbert Lisk. The 
signals arc at Hainesville Rd. and Rte, 
1 34 leading into Round Lake Park 

"We've been getting blamed for the 



traffic problems in this community since 
World War II," the trustee said. 

Police Chief Robert Koop said the 
main problem is lack of a right-hand turn 
lane from Rte. 120 onto Hainesville Rd. 
He said two-thirds of the evening rush 
traffic jam could be eliminated with such a 
turn lane. 

Although trustees talked about peti- 
tioning the state for the turn lanes, no ac- 
tion was taken at the board's July meet- 
ing. 

Another problem is finding an officer 
that gets off work early enough to provide 



traffic control. One of the department's 
two officers is obligated at home during 
the day, the other has a full-time job and a 
wife that was hospitalized this week. 

Trustees arc still feeling public criti- 
cism about the rush-hour jam. 

Mayor George Benjamin predicted the 
problem will worsen with further devel- 
opment in the western part of Lake 
County and the new Deer Trails subdivi- 
sion approved earlier this month for 
Hainesville. Located at the northeast cor- 
ner of Rte. 120 and Hainesville Rd., it 
will bring 202 new single-family homes 



backups 

to the village of 200 persons. 

"No matter what anyone says, we are 
being blamed for the traffic problem," 
Trustee Edithe Powell said. - 

She and other trustees suggested adding 
another part-time officer. "I'm opposed to 
that," Koop said. "We don't need another 
$1,000 spent on uniforms." 

Koop plans to talk to the department's 
two officers to see if they can begin work 
two hours earlier in the afternoon. 

"We could have 72 police cars, but the 
problem would still be there," Koop said 
about the lack of police manpower.
